and ſuggeſt, they fairly ſtatedl their Frinciples, altho' they did Abuſe and 
rely them: And yet this ãs the Man, that when a Qunber, was à Chriſtian, ſound 
in the Bundamentals, and aſſerted, the (Quakers! were ſo to; and all this muſt 
not, in his account, rener him Inſincere no hymomeanz, Ives Sincere; faith 
he, p. 11. and no doubt but he was, in his ſaying, The @uakers mere Sound in 
Fundamentals; and when he ſaid, It never yet hath been proved, nor never will, 
thet the Religion profeſſed by the Sincere and Faithful People, called in Scorn Qua- 
kers, 5s either Paganiſm, or any other thing. than real Chriſtianity 5 then he was 
Sincere, I may conclude z yet this very Man faith, He hath proved the Quakers to 
be Apoſtates and Heathens ;, but in this he is neither True nor Sincere.. Oh!
